TROOPS MAY YET BE NEEBED 


Investigation With a View Toward 
Expulsion of Strikers From 
Choctaw Nation Is Begun.

HARTSHORNE, I. T., July 15.—Special 
Inspector Zevely has been sent here by 
the Secretary of the Interior to investi- 
gate the complaint filed at the Interior 
Department by Gov. McCurtain of the 
Choctaw Nation, which complaint, among 
other things, alieges that 64 striking miners 
at Lehigh and Coal Gate should be de- 
clared intruders and expelled. Upon the 


outcome of this investigation will depend 
the euccess of the strike. Should the 
Secretary of the Interior hold that the 
strikers are intruders then the men on 
strike at all the mines in the Nation, with 
their families, will be expelled, and it 
may be necessary, as in 1894, when a 
similar act was performed, to send United 
States troops here to enforce the order.

a young man’s body in Jesier’s wagon, 
partially covered by canvas. 

He had seen Jester and Gates both in 
Middle Grove that day and thought that 
the boy was drunk when he saw him lying 
in the wagon. 

Prosecuting Attorney Rodes says no at- 
tention will be pa'd to the convict’s letter 
from Jefferson City; that he is able to 
furnish direct and positive proof that Gates 
is dead, and says this is simply a scheme 
upon the part of the convict to egt out of 
the penitentiary.

BASHAW KEEPS IT SECRET. 


Ee Will Not Say Whether He Knows 
the Jester Arrested or Not. 
MEXICO, Mo., July 15.—Judge Thomas 
B. Bashaw of St. Louis, who defended 
Alexander Jester at hie first trial, yester- 
day visited the man in jail here accused of 


the murder of Gilbert Gates near Monroe 
City in 1871. He refused afterward to say 
whether the prieoner was Jester or to tell 
whether he had been engaged or not. Judge 
Bashaw reported to the authorities’ this 
morning that he was last night robbed of 
$175 in the Ringo Hotel. 

Sheriff Melson hag received a letter. from 
A. T. Benning of Lane, Kan., who gays: 

“T am very well acquainted with Jester 
and his family; knew him at Wichita f 
the first time he settled there; was one of 
the guards over Jester at the trial in 1871, 
and helped vid man Gates on the case. I 
would know Jester anywhere. Have hunt- 
ed buffalo with him, been at his house 
many times and know him well. When I 
Was at Wichita I was in the trading post 
with the Indians, and saw Jester about 
once a week from 1867 to 1871. 


AFRAID WELL HELP ENGLAND 


Boer Government Sends Copy of In- 
dorsement of Its Rule by Uitland- 
ers to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The Boer Gov- 
ernment has transmitted to the United 
States a copy of the petition addressed to 
it by 9000 Uitlamders, denying that the pres- 
ent government in the Transvaal is tyran- 


nical, as declared by other Uitlanders, 
supported by Great Britain. 

Sir Alfred M.lner, the British High Com- 
missioner, in writing to Mr. Chamberlain 
concerning the petition, declared that it 
was generally discredited, as the signatures 
were obtained through the instrumentality 
of Government officials and railway ser- 
vants, who are mostly naturalized. 

The feeling prevailing in Administration 
circles is shown by the instructions sent 
to-day to Rear Admiral Howison, direct- 
ing him to continue his cruise. The Admiral 
reported his arrivel at Cape Town from 
Pretoria and that the Chicago was ready to 
sail and the fact that he made no mention 
of the situation and failed to recommend 
that a warship be sent ti Delagoa Bay, 
shows conclusively to the minds of the of- 
ficials that he is satisfied that there is no 
danger of war. 

Report coming from Cape Town denies 
the accuracy of the dispatch published in 
the London Standard yesterday, that a 
message from the British Government cor- 
dially approving the Volksraad’s latest 
franchise proposals, had been received in 
Pretoria and answered in kindly tone, and 
that action on the bill before the Rood had 
been postponed in order that minor changes 
might be made in accordance with Eng- 
land’s request.

Educators Have Concluded Basiness 


of the First Oregon Regiment, which yes- 
terday lanied at San francisco, are the 
latest thorns in the flesh of the War De- 
partment management. They are invariabiy 
of the same tenor. Whatever the soldier 
may think of the policy of the Government 
or the character of the Filipinos, the testi- 
mony is always of the need of large armies, 
the improbability of being able to whip 
Aguinaldo’s forces in years, and the beilef 
that the natives can never be coerced into 
aoctonet rule except by a policy that will 
provide an American soldier for nearly 
every male inhabitant of the claimed poé- 
Sessions. One of the statements causing 
worry is that of Lieut. Sutton of Com- 
pany G of the First Oregon, who is report- 
ed jin all the leading newspapers of the 
country as follows: 

“Aguinaldo is not half as big a man 
among the Filipinos as he was three montns 
ago. but even :f he was out of the way this 
War would go on just the same. At least 
100,000 men are needed.to conquer and hold 
the Island of Luzon alone. 

“Every place taken must be garrisoned 
and held. The Oregon Regiment occupied 
the towns of San Rafael and other places 
no less than three times. Each time it was 
thoroughly evacuated by the Filipinos. 
They simply went away to a rendezvous in 
the jungles, changed their clothes, hid the:r 
guns and reappeared among Americans as 
paciticos, 

‘““Many a poor fellow was caught by these 
traitorous gangs and sore to pieces. 
They are cunning and cruel by nature, and 
300 years of Spanish training only whetted 
their natural traits. 

‘Stories wired to officials at Washington 
of volunteers being eager to remain in the 
is.ands if assured of active service were un- 
founded. I came from the ranks and know 
the opinion of most of the men. Offers of 
something like $800 or $400 travel pay to re- 
enlist were scorned. Not even a commis- 
sion would induee one out of a hundred 
men among the volunteers to remain there, 

“The chance to re-en.ist was extended to 
the Kansas, Nebraska, Idaho, First Cali- 
fornia, and, I think, the South Dakota and 
Minnesota regiments. An insignificant num- 
ber of men accepted the offer. 

“Intelligent Filipinos in business in Ma- 
nila and other cities are really desirous of 
American rule, but they are a small ele- 
ment of the population. In my opinion, it 
will be years before the country will be 
pacified sufficientiy for Americans to- travel 
_ safety, say 50 miles from any garrisoned 
city.” 

Sergt. Dike of Company A said that Gen. 
Otis could never conquer Aguinaldo by out- 
witting him, as Aguinaldo is the smarter 
of the two. 

“Whipped Filipinos,” said Dike, ‘‘are good 
niggers until the Americans leave the con- 
quered towns. Then they file in behind, put 
on their fighting clothes again, hunt up 
a guns and begin the fighting all over 
again.’’

THE RUSSIAN BASTILE. 


A Terrible Fortress in Which Perished 
Russian Strength. 
This was, then, the terrible fortress where 


s0 much of the true strength of Russia had 
perished during the last two centuries, and 
the very name of which is spoken in St. 
Petersburg in a hushed voice, says Prince 
Kropotkin in the July Atlantic. 

Here Peter I. tortured his own son Alexis 
and killed him with his own hand; here 
the Princess Tarakanova was kept in a cell 
which filed with water during an inunda- 
tion—the rats climbing upon hér to save 
themselves from drowning; here the terri- 
ble Minich tortured his enemies, and Cath- 
erine II. buried alive those who objected 
to her having murdered her husband. And 
from the times of Peter I., for a hundred 
and seventy years in succession, the annals 
of this stone mass which rises from the 
Neva in front of the Winter Palace were 
annals of murder and torture, of men 
buried alive, condemned to a slow death 
or brought to insanity in the loneliness o 
the dark and damp dungeons. 

Here the Decembrists, who were the first 
to unfurl in Russia the banner of republic- 
an rule and the abolition of serfdom, un- 
derwent their first experiences of martyr- 
dom, and traces of them may still be found 
in the Russian bast:le. Here were impris- 
oned the poets. Ryleeff and Shevchenko, 
Dostoevsky, Bakunin, Chernyshevsky, 
Pisareff and so many others of our best 
writers. Here Karakozoff was tortured and 
hanged. 

Here, somewhere in the Alexis ravelin, 
is still kept Nechayeff, who was given up 
to Russia by Switzerland as a common-law 
criminal, but is treated as a dangerous 
political prisoner, and will never again see 
the light. In the same ravelin are also two 
or three men whom rumor says Alexander 
Ii., because of what they know and others 
must not know, about some palace mys- 
tery, ordered imprisoned for life. One of 
them, adorned with a long gray beard, was 
lately seen by an acquaintance of mine in 
the mysterious fortress, 

All these shadows rose before my im- 
agination, But my thoughts fixed especial- 
ly on Bakunin, who, though he had been 
kept in an Austrian fortress for two years, 
chained to the wall, after 1848, and then 
handed over to Nicholas I, who kept him 
here, yet came out, when the Iron Czar’s 
death released him after an eight years’ 
detention, fresher and fuller of vigor than 
his comrades who had remained at liberty. 
“He has lived it through,” I said to my- 
— and I must, too. I will not succumb 
1ere!’’

Politieal Influence Has Been 
Twice Extended. 


THE CASES ARE DISMISSED. 


EXPLANATION REQUIRED OF AT- 
TORNEY BURGESS. 


Water Department Astonished at In- 
terference With Their Investi- 
gation of the Luxemburg 
Water Steal. 


Officials of the Water Departmeat de- 
spair of being able to secure punishment 
of persons who steal city water. They say 
political influence has never yet failed to 
defeat the ends of justice. 

As a last resort they have appealed to 
City Counselor Schnurmacher to stop the 
latest flagrant case of political interfer- 
ence with the department’s business. As a 
consequence Assistant City Attorney Bur- 


gess will have to explain why he nolle 
prosequied a certain case. 

Several days ago the Post-Dispatch re- 
ported to the Water Department a com- 
plaint that had been made that city water 
was being used to sprinkle the streets of 
the village of Luxemburg, which is across 
the River des Peres frdbm Carondelet, Su- 
perintendent of Distribution Ben Adkins 
took up the case and put inspectors on the 
track of the supposed offenders. These got 
wind of the investigation and there was 4 
sudden stoppage of sprinkling in Luxem- 


urg. 

While the inspectors were working on 
this case one of them found a man fiush- 
ing a sewer near Klausmann’s brewery, at 
the end of Broadway, with city water. No 
policeman being in sight the inspector 
made the arrest. The case was set for 
trial in the Carondelet Police Court. Albert 
Burgess, a colored lawyer, represents the 
city in this court. 

Tne Water Department prepared its case 
and had its witnesses at the court on the 
day of the trial. What was their aston- 
ishment to learn that Burgess had entered 
a nollie prosequi in the case. He offered no 
explanation. Water Commissioner f.ad 
laid the case before City Counselor Schnur- 
macher and asked for an investigation. 
The City Counselor has written a letter to 
Mr. Burgess requesting an explanation of 
his conduct. 

This is a sample of many cases in which 
the Water Department has found itself 
powerless to punish water thieves’ because 
they have political influence. 

Officials of the department say they can- 
not remember of a single case in which an 
offender was punished. When Judge Pea- 
body was on the bench in the First Dis- 
trict Court, they declare that repeatedly 
they instituted proceedings against thieves, 
only to have the case nolle prosequied by 
the City Attorney. 

They have had no cases in this court 
since Judge Kinsey and City Attorney Tay- 
lor have had charge of it, and hope that the 
new administration will be more disposed 
toward justice and less inclined to listen to 
the promptings of political heelers. 

“It is uphill work for us,’’ said Mr, Ad- 
kins. ‘‘We have repeatedly tried to bring 
punishment on offenders, but each time 
some mysterious influence has defeated us, 
and the cases have been nolle prosequied. 
This is very discouraging.” 


WILL TRY THE FEDERAL COURT.

EAST SIDE TREASURER INSISTS 
UPON MORE TAXES. 


COMPANIES. WILL _ RESIST. 


Prepartions for the ‘Immediate Pub- 
lishing of the Assessment List of 
East St. Louis for This Year. 


County Treasurer Adolph Andel of Belle- 
ville visited East St. Louis Friday and 
levied on the personal property of the Kin- 
,loch Telephone Co. in the repair shop on 
Missouri avenue for delinquent taxes and 
benaities for 1898, aggregating about $450. 

Foreman James Workman was. served 
with process by the County Treasurer. Mr. 
Workman immediately notified the St. Louis 
office and was instructed to protest against 
payment of the demand on a claim of ex- 
cessive assessment. The company gave a 
bond to prevent Mr. Andel from ciosing the 
East Side headquarters and will test the 
levy in the courts. 

Mr. Andel made a similar call on various 
firms at the National Stockyards, including 
Levi & Co., Kohn & Sons, Guitor & Co., 
Sloan, Nims & Bratton and McFarland & 
Evans, alleged to be delinquent on their 
personal tax in sums ranging from $50 ‘to 
$100, levying on about 580 mules quartered in 
the various barns. 

These firms pursued the course adopted 
by the Kinloch people. 

“Taxes or no taxes’’ is the all-absorbing 
topic in East St. Louis these July days, 
principally from the fact that the Post-Dis- 
patch is exposing some of the peculiar 
methods employed in the East Side assess- 
ment this year, which is said not to be 
dissimilar to those that have existed a 
decade. East St. Louisans are getting anx- 
ious for the publication of the loeal lists 
as provided for under the new assessment 
law, a foretaste of which they have re- 
ceived by way of the County Geaagerer'a 
weet in Belleville through the Post-Dis- 
patcn, 

Mr. Murphy of the “Republican,” who 
has been awarded the contract for publish- 
ing the East St. Louis assessment, says 
that County Treasurer Andel has assured 
him that the copy for same will be forth- 
coming and the publication shall be made 
“if it takes until next December.”’ This, 
in the face of the fact that the publication 
ene have been made not later than July 

It is said the lists for every township in 
the county have been published, except East 

t. ‘Louis. 

Many East Siders refuse to accept the 
claim of lack of clerical help in the As- 
sessor’s Office as the real reason for the 
failure to comply with the statutes in the 
matter of publishing the East St. Louis 
assessment.

Mr. Karst’s address follows: 


Whilst unwilling to take up your time with a set 
speech, I think it appropriate to recall in a few 
words the causes that brought about the estab- 
lishment of a Republican form of government in 
France, in response to the wishes of the people, 
and in whose behalf they bad endured so much 
bardship. 

The immediate cause of the revolution was 
the financial crisis which was crushing the coun- 
try. Its outbreak took place in the sixteenth 
year of the reign of Louis XVI., but its origin 
was started in anterior reigns. From the time of 
me sean of Louis XIV. the struggle became in- 
evitable. 

The French nation, although divided into three 
orders, was in fact composed of two distinct or- 
ders, as privileged and the unprivileged. These 
latter comprised the great mass of the people. 
Upon this class fell all the heavy burdens of the 
State. It was they who had to render feudal 
service to the nobles, to pay tithes to the clergy 
and taxes to the King. ts members enjoyed no 
rights, had no part in the government and were 
not admitted to hold public office. Such wa 
condition of France during its most imposin| 
riod under the reign of Louis XIV., whose e 
for the diffusion of literary taste and of in 
gence among the people, spread broadcast 
seeds of the revolution. The people learné 
think for themselves. The Third Estate com- 
menced to discuss the evils under which they had 
so long suffered and to look for the remedy. | 

A strong and firm hand was needed to wield 
the scepter so triumphantly borne by Louls XIV. 
for 70 years; but Louis XV. was as weak as he 
was vicious. His reign is the most humiliating, 
the most deplorable in-French history. It was a 
reign unredeemed by any splendor or by any 
virtues. Royalty lost its prestige. 
tuted authorities fell into contempt. At the death 
of Louls XV. France could hardly be classed 
among the great powers of Europe. 

The people became dissatisfied and outspoken 
under centuries of grievances and oppression when 
louis XVI. ascended the throne. This young, 
inexperienced Prince sincerely desired the good of 
the people, but his efforts were checked by the 
court, party, which was opposed to innovation, 
and heid tirmly to the doctrine of the divine right 
of Kings. 

The aid lent to the American Colonies, now our 
adopted country, in their revolt against Engjand, 
hastened the French revolution and their final tri- 
umph encourdged France to seek her own lipery. 
An urgent cafl was made for the convocatiqn of 
the States-General, These delegates of the ppople 
had the mission of wena a remedy for the public 
grievances. This assembly was only callec 
gether on the most critical crises of the nation. 

A hundred and seventy-five years had pi 
since it had been convoked. Its last session 

lace in 1614. Its opening was set for Ma 

789 The King specially forbade the pres 
of any person except the deputies of the thre 
ders at these session. Thus the King dism! 
from the ordinary deliberations subjects of 
most vital interest to the people—the questio 
feudal rights and of the convents—and he. 
bade the session to that public whose sympathy 
supported the Third Estate. The King, being pres- 
ent at the first session, said: ‘‘No project, no or- 
dinances you may decide on, can have authority of 
law without my special approbation. I order |you, 
gentlemen, immediately to adjourn and to 
to-morrow in your respective halls, and there itake 
up your ordinary sessions.’’ 

The King then left, followed by the nobles/ and 
a part of the clergy.

Mirabeau was furious. ‘‘Sir,’’ said he to Breze, 
‘‘go say to the one who sent you that we are here 
by the power of the nation and nothing but the 
force of bayonets can make us leave."’ 

The revolution had begun to stare royalty in 
the face. The sovereign people refused to obey 
the King. For the first time publicly the people 
declared they were to receive no orders—not even 
from the King.

Then he began to listen to arguments which were so 
convincing that he signed the bill authorizing the trust with 
its overcapitalization, excessive fares and all its other vices.

LEAGUE MEN WORRIED 


THE TALK OF THE PROPOSED 
NEW LEAGUE ANNOYS THEM. 


A LITTLE MEETING AT CHICAGO. 


sm Hart, John T. Brush and the 
Robisons Are in Secret Session 
in the Windy City. 


There is a heap of suppressed excitement 
inthe ranks of the National League just 
now. 

The announcement that a new league is 
to be organized in opposition to the Na- 
tional League, the quiet way in which the 
builders of the rew association are work- 
ing and the present dissension in the Na- 
tional League ranks is the cause of all the 
trouble. 

To head off the new movement and to 

tem the tide which has most certainly 
and surely set in against them, Brush, 
Hart and the Robisons, who form the 
Western combine of the National League, 
have come together at Chicago, and are 
how in secret session there. 


The Chicago Times-Herald of Friday says: 
“Frank de Haas Robison, official head 
of the St. Louis-Cleveland Baseball Syndi- 


cate, and his brother, Stanley, arrived in 
Chicago yesterday. This morning John T. 
Brush, owner of the Cincinnati team and 
director-general of the National League, 
will arrive in town and make his way to 
the office of President Hart of the Chicago 
Club. There he will find the Robison broth- 
ers and possibly a representative of the 
Louisville Club. After exchanging the usual] 
greetings of the day these worthy mag- 
nates will settle back in their chairs and 
induige in a ‘heart-to-heart talk’ over the 
baseball situation.’’ 


On the very heels of the arrival of Brush 
Hart and Robison at Chicago comes this 
special from that city: 

*‘President Ban Fohnsos of the Western 
League announced to-night that his asso- 
Clation would become a national organiza- 
ton next year. He made the first public 
declaration regarding definite plans for the 
new league, saying: 

“ “There will be another baseball organiza- 
tion next year, a rival of the National 
League, and the Western League will be 
affiliated with it. In fact, it will practically 
be a Western League merged into a na- 
tional organization. 

“*The conditions of baseball are such at 
present that a rival organization is bound 
to Spring up, and for business reasons. the 
Western League must go in with ‘it. The 
new body will draw its strength from the 
Western League, and proposit.ons have al- 
ready been made to its leaders regarding 
the new organization. I am sorry to see 
such a staté of affairs spring up, but it has 
to come, and the new organization wiil soon 
make its plans public.’ ”

One of the promoters of the new league, 
a large real estate dealer and wealthy resi- 
dent of St. Louis, when shown the above 
declaration of Johnson, said: 

he new league is not looking for assist- 
ance from Ban Johnson, the Western 
League or any one e!se. 

“It has already formed its lines and is 
ready and able to do business without as- 
sistance from the Western League or any 
one else. ' 

“I will be frank, however, and admit that 
long ago certain of the best and truest me. 
in the Western League were seen and 
pledged themselves to Support tne new 
movement. 

“Perhaps Johnson has heard from them 
and perhaps he sees the handwriting on 
the wall and knows that no power on earth 
can head off the new organization. 

“If Johnson is sincere and meats every 
word he says, then the promoters of the 
new league will gladly welcome him to its 
ranks and farm an alliance with certain 
of ‘the clubs of the present Western League, 
for our motto will be to make friends 
wherever we can end form any alliance on 
earth that will help us crush out the pres- 
ent baseball monopoly.

CITY LIGHTING ORDINANCE. 


COMPTROLLER STURGEON MAKES 
City Hospital, Insane Asylum 
and Poorhouse at Once. 


Comptroller Sturgeon submitted his an- 
nual report for the fiscal year ending April 
1, 1899, to the Municipal Assembly Friday 
night. 


It shows the total receipts for the year 
were $10,636,172.04, to which must be added 


a balance from the previous year of $2,923,- 
873.03, making a total of $13,660,045.07 avail- 
able funds for last year. 

The disbursements for the year were $9,- 
877,823.28, leaving a balance April 10, 1899 
of $3,682,211.81. To th.s should be added 
amounts received from special funds, mak- 
ing a total of $4,055,7%.51.. From this must 
be deducted the balances chargeabie to 
gas funds and accounts, amounting to 

316,547.76. The remainder, $1,644,114.43, is 
to be distributed as follows: Interest and 
potite debt, $916,478.98; municipal revenue, 

4,634.80; waterworks revenue, $618,151.07; 
and wharfage, $56,298.34. 

The receipts are itemized as follows: Cur- 
rent taxes, $4,239,001.86; delinquent taxes, 
$652,389.49; licenses, $1,424,543.08; water rates, 
$1,379,361.40; miscellaneous revenue and inci- 
dental collections, $541,K.71. Dramshop li- 
censes amounted to $957,668.27; wharf rents 
and wharfage, $56,298 34. 

The disbursements are itemized as fol- 
lows: Redemption of bonds, $1,608,000; remit- 
tances On account of interest on bonded 
debt, $840,403.03; courts, $355,240.89: Fire be- 
partment and fire alurm telegraph, $784,- 
275.65; Health Department, $241,025.08; elee- 
mosynary institutions, $449,016.48; House of 
Refuge, Workhouse and jail, $172,581.20; city 
lighting, $344,069.94; lighting public buildings, 
$66,059.94; police, $952,829.38; public buildings,

$138,022.42; sewers, $79,330.70; streets, $781,- 
304.33; waterworks, $531,084.68; miscellaneous, 
$278,651. 62. 

The Comptroller estimates the revenue 
fund for the present year at $5,442,019.31.

He urges the necessity of economy in all 
departments and devotes much space to a 
denunciation of the new police law, claim- 
ing it will be impossible to increase the 
police appropriation. 


St. Louis may have a syndicate city hos- 
pital. Most inexpectedly the scheme was 
sprung in the Council Friday evening by 
Councilman Richards, who introduced an 
ordinance which may cause the defeat of 
the Mayor’s plan, which is in charge of a 
city hospital commission. 

The new plan is to locate the hospital on 
a tract of jand owned by the Kings High- 
way Boulevard Syndicate, composed of 
John Scullin, ex-Gov. D. . Francis and 
Festus J. Wade. ‘The land is situated be- 
tween Kings highway, Ejichelberger street, 
Sutherland avenue and a tract owned by ex- 
Gov. Francis. 

The ordinance directs the Mayor and 
Comptroller to lease the tract for hospital 
purposes for a period of twenty-five years. 
the city to pay all taxes. At the expiration 
of the lease, the city is to purchase the 
tract at a valuation of $1200 an acre, or a 
total of $343,750 for the 775 acres. 

On Ost. 1, 1889, the syndicate is to deposit 
with a trust company to the credit of the 
City Hospital Commission $1,656,250 to be 
used, with such sums as the city may add, 
in the construction of a city hospital, In- 
sane asylum, poorhouse and female hos- 
pital. At the expiration of the lease the 
city is to purchase the land and repay 
the $1,656,250 with interest, acquiring in re- 
turn the property. 

The advantages urged for this plan is 
that it will give the city a city hospital 
at once. Many members of the Council 
oppose the Mayor’s scheme because they 
say it will delay the erection of the hos- 
pital for a long term of years. 


The new lighting ordinance was intro- 
duced in the Council Friday night. Accom- 
panyin its presentation was a_ report 
from the Board of Public Improvements, 
giving the following reasons for recom- 
mending gas and electric lighting: 

First—That the cost of lighting the city by elec- 
tric lamps or by ipcandescent gas mantle lamps 
would be practically the same. 
Second—That «a large volume of light, which 
will in a measure illuminate the bulldings as well 
as the streets, is wanted in the business district, 
and an even distribution of light by means of 
small units in the residence district. 

Third—That the city blocks in the business dis- 
trict are nearly square in form and average about 
400 feet in length, thus making it possibie to light 
the street with arc lamps located at the street 
intersections only, a condition which is peculiariy 
favorable to economical lighting with are lamps. 

Fourth—That the city blocks in, the residence 
district are generally oblong in shape, many of 
great length, 1200 to 1800 feet, and that small 
units of light have an economical advantage for 
ee long biocks with few street intersec- 
ons. 

Fifth—That incandescent electric lamps on 
streets in the residence district are objectionable 
on account of the overhead wiring necessari!y 
strung along the sidewalk and over intersecting 
streets. 

Sixth—That the trees in the residence district 
prevent the proper distribution of the light from 
an electric are lamp. 

Seventh—That an electric are lamp in the rest- 
dence district js an annoyance to the residents of 
the immediate vicinity. 

The ordinance authorizes 10-year con- 
tracts. Bonds of $200,000 from the gas com- 
pany and $100,000 from the electric light 
company are required,

Touis W. Holladay, profilgate son of a 
millionaire, is slowly dying at the Baptist 
Ganitarium: dying as he lived, a prodigal 
a@way from his family, estranged from rela- 
tives, unmindful of his dependents and 
reckless of his own life. . 

Holladay is dying from a gunshot wound 
“Inflicted by his young wife, who fired in 
gelf-defense. The bullet that ploughed its 
Way through Holladay’s vitals prevented 
him from being a murderer, if the threats 
made by his whisky-soaked brain at the 


¢ime can be believed. So it may be that 
eath at the wife’s hands prevented his 
h on the gibbet. 

The wife is a prisoner at the Sixth Dis- 
trict Police Station. She regrets that she 
Was compelled to shoot, but says the 
justice of God and man’’ will absolve her 
of crime. Sobs make her statement al- 
most incoherent. She sobs—the fount of 
tears is dry from weeping all the night. She 
wept, not for the wounded husband’s pain 
and approaching death, not for her own pre- 
dicament, but for the crimes against their 
happiness that the husband committed tn 
the days agone when the eun shone al- 
ways for them and naught but joy was 
in their hearts.

n of a millionaire, Jesse W. Holladay of 

Clark street, Chicago, and she, 
plain “Annie Sylvester, trick cyclienne, 
working hard for a meager income with 
traveling variety shows.

KILLED BY HIS BEAR 


— 


PAUL BATTY SAID IN ST. LOUIS 
HE WOULD DIE THUS. 


THE ANIMAL WAS BLIND. 


In the Rtssian City of St. Petersburg 
the Brute Rushed Upon Batty 
and Fearfully Mangled Him. 


When Paul Batty, the bear trainer, was 
at the Columbia Theater last winter he 
said he expected Paulo, his big blind bear, 
to kill him some day. 

Paulo wounded him severely at Omaha in 
February, and the Post-Dispatch published 
an account of Batty’s forebodings. 

Now comes the news from St. Petersburg, 


Russia, that Batty was torn to pieces by 
the big bear while going through a per- 
formance on the stage of a theater. 

The trdiner’s assistants went to his res- 
cue with iron rods and clubs, but before 
they could beat the bear off Batty was 
dead and frightfully mangled. It is not 
stated whether the bear was killed. 

While here Batty said: ‘“‘Some day old 
Paulo will kill his good friend Baity. He 
loves me and I love him, but he is blind 
and afflicted with toothache. When his 
tooth hurts he strikes out blindly at any- 
thing he hears. He uses what pugilists 
call a half-hook, and if ever those claws 
of his catch me I will be killed. 

‘‘Paulo is the oldest, the biggest and the 
most intelligent of my bears. He is a 
gentleman, He came from the Himalayas; 
the others are common brown bears. Paulo 
is 16 years old, and has been with me 13 
years. Cataracts, to which captive bears 
are much subject, have destroyed his sight. 

“My wife often says to me: ‘Batty, you 
should sell the bears and get other animals 
that are not eo dangerous.’ I reply: ‘Shall 
I, Batty, the bear trainer, become q show- 
man of dogs? Never! Some day the bears 
will kill me, and Paulo is the one I think 
will do it, but that is a risk we animal 
trainers must run.’ ”’ 

Paulo, the blind bear, was a marvelously 
intelligent brute. He walked a tight rope, 
fired a pistol, drank out of a bottle and did 
many other wonderful things. It was no- 
ticed while Batty was at the Columbia that 
old Paulo struck at him frequently. Most 
peowss thought it was a part of the play, 

ut persons behind the scenes noted that 
Batty was always on the lookout for these 
blows and exercised great care in dodging 
them. That he didn’t dodge the last one is 
indicated by the news from St. Petersburg,

Emanuel Morat Took an Overdose of

Emanuel Morat, actor, made his exit from 
life’s stage at the City Hospital at 9:30 
o’clock Friday evening. He had taken an 


overdose of morphine, which he had used 
for several weeks to alleviate his pain, and 
it was too much for him. There is no hint 
at suicidal intent, but an inquest will be 
held by the Coroner Saturday. 

Morat was an actor well known in the 
West, though he was only & years old. 
He had been doing leading heavy parts in 
stock companies in the large towns in Mis- 
souril, Illinois and Arkansas, and only 4 
month ago he closed a 40-weeks’ engage- 
ment with a company at St. Joseph, Mo. 
Then he played two weeks at Spr ngfield. 
and came here, living with his wife at 1615

AGAINST CHICAGO'S DITCH. 


City Counselor Directed to Take 
Legal Steps of Prevention. 

The Municipal Assembly has started the 
fight on Chicago’s big sewer ditch known as 
the Drainage Canal. Both houses Friday 
adopted the concurrent resolution directing 
the City Counselor to take legal steps to 
prevent the operation of the canal. Only 


one negative vote, that of Paulus Gast, 
was recorded against the measure in both 
houses. ; 

This negative vote of Gost’s was called 
out by the committee report favoring 
the resolution. Gast declared the resolu- 
tion was all wrong; that the canal would 
send more water to St. Louis and be a bene- 
fit to the town. Councilman Carroll, too, 
joined in the talk, saying: 

“IT don’t believe the water will be pol- 
luted. The passage of this resolution sim- 
ply will set back the introduction of a sys- 
tem of filtration in St. Louis, and that’s 
what we need. If this canal will turn the 
water of Lake Michigan into the Mississip- 
pi River, I say God speed the day that it is 
opened. We have been getting Chicago 
sewage since 1871, yet the health of the in- 
habitants has steadily improved. It is true 
that the canal will add to the volume of 
sewage, but I do not believe that ill will 
result. I question the statements of these 
bug doctors. If I were the autocrat of the 
universe I would kill every one of them. 
When I lived in Pike County, where people 
live to be 100 years old, we never heard of 
bacteriology. I don't believe there’s any- 
thing in it.’’ 

But Carroll voted the other way.
